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Pressure Tactics 

A small pressure group of headstrong men 
still is striving, in the face of administration 
opposition and British rejections, to force the 
sending of relief shipments to the subjugated 
nations of Europe. They use as their weapon 
the familiar tactics of pressure groups every- 
where. One of the most effective of these is 
the soliciting of “resolutions” voted by well- 
meaning if slightly careless organizations in 
the cities and towns of the nation. 

The National Committee on Food for the 
Small Democracies (in itself a misnomer to- 
day) reports that 74 leading organizations, 
church or civic, have indorsed the stand taken 
by the committee. They claim that these or- 
ganizations speak for more than five-and-a- 
half million persons, yet admit that individual 
signatures total only in excess of 100,000. This 
out of a nation of 131,000,000 persons! And it 
is perfectly obvious that a large percentage of 
the members of the organizations claimed to 
back the committee do not approve of the stand 
taken by the body as a whole. It is obvious, 
also, to any person familiar with the passing 
of “resolutions” that the things for which they 
stand have not been thought through; that 
passage has been secured by the steering of a 
clique which usually knows how and does man- 
age to operate. 

It is striking also that the chief support of 
the committee comes from the states of Illi- 
nois, Pennsylvania, New York, Ohio and In- 
diana, all centers of large unassimilated alien 
populations, particularly those stemming from 
either Axis lands or subjugated countries. It is 
only natural that many.of these will swell the 
total of “resolutions” backing the committee, 
together with those others who are well-mean- 
ing but sadly misinformed. :

Flight Strips 

Before many years have passed, this coun- 
try -will have a widespread network of flight 
strips for the landing and takeoff of planes 
along the main highways of the nation, en- 
visaging a new era in air transportation and 
safety. During the war period, they will prove 
highly valuable for the co-ordination of mili- 
tary activities and provide a safety factor of 
untold worth both for commercial planes, 
private and military aircraft. 

Georgia recently became a leader in the 
movement by legislative authorization of the 
flight strip plan. These strips will be built 
under the direction of the Highway Department 
in co-operating with federal Public Roads Ad- 
ministration and officials of various govern- 
ment agencies interested in the air program. 

Following the war it is not difficult to con- 
ceive the use of these flight strips for exten- 
sion of local passenger and air mail service in 
new networks over the country as a means of 
utilizing the pilots and plane capacity created 
during the war emergency, and for bringing 
private flying facilities within the reach of 
all in small communities and near suburban 
areas. Also, it should relieve, to some extent, 
congestion at major airports, and permit their 
chief use by commercial ships. 

We are proceeding apace with our build- 
ing of a bright and brave new world, despite 
wars, strikes, fears and stresses.

Whom the Shoe Pinches 


There is considerable ironic humor in the 
spectacle of Nazi Germany appealing to in- 
ternational law in her pained complaints about 
the taking over, by the United States, of Ger- 
man and Italian merchant ships interned in 
American ports. 

The spectacle of Nazi Germany, which has 
recognized no authority in all the world save 
that of military might, complaining that some 
other nation has violated international law 
would be grotesque, even if that law had been 
violated. Which it hasn’t, in this instance. 

Undoubtedly, however, the vociferous pro- 
tests indicate that the action has really hurt 
the Nazi war cause. They would not shout 
so loudly if they hadn’t felt the pinch. 

It is to be expected, from now on, as British 
and American joint action puts more and more 
pressure upon the Axis, that such complaints 
will grow louder and more numerous. It is 
always the bully, whether among individuals 
or among nations, that cries loudest for the 
protection of the law when victims begin the 
process of table-turning. It is always the 
most ruthless violator of the law who seeks 
to find sanctuary beneath its wings when his 
own outlawed activities finally trip him. 

Germany, which has made pledges only to 
break them, which has termed treaties but 
“scraps of paper,’’ which has ravaged smaller 
and weaker nations without reason and with- 
out warning, which has persecuted to the death 
helpless minorities and which has used the 
tactics of the gunman and the gangster in all 
her international relations, will undoubtedly 
cry in anguished simulation of outraged probity 
as the ever-strengthening forces of freedom 
bring her nearer and nearer to her knees, 

It is only to be hoped the statesmen of the 
world will not forget the Nazi record when the 
day of final accounting arrives.

Not Typical 

The United States has been gravely insulted! 
Somehow or other the attitude of a few Eng- 
lishmen seeped through into the authoritative 
“Janes All the World’s Fighting Aircraft” to 
state that the United States has decided to 
support the war financially “to the last Eng- 
lishman.” The British appear to be worried 
about the incident, and have disavowed both 
the publication and the editor, a Charles Grey. 

But after all, there is no reason why the 
statement should not be made. It is true. It 
will be fought, if the English so wish it, to the 
last Englishman. This country has offered its 
assistance—and probably will go farther—so 
that the English could carry out their express 
determination to fight to the last Englishman. 
If enough Charles Greys do not want to fight 
that far, then this country cannot control their 
actions. Knowing Englishmen, however, any 
reasonable American will realize that the at- 
titude of the Charles Greys is no more indica- 
tive of English sentiment than the attitude of 
Senator Wheeler is indicative of American sen- 
timent for aid to a gallant people- 

This country may not be sacrificing men, 
but it is sacrificing, in some measure, funda- 
mental liberties, leisure time, and peacetime 
comforts, as well as money actually out-of- 
pocket in taxes, to help Britain in a war which 
would not have been possible if the British 
had been as realistic years ago when this coun- 


try wanted to nip the wave of aggression in its 
bud in Manchuria. Or if the British had been 
as realistic in the days when Hitler could have 
been stopped by a show of force—before his 
great air fleets were built. If the Charles Greys 
do not like it now, they can lump it. As Marse 
Henry Watterson was wont to say, to hell with 
them. They aren’t England today: 


It’s uncanny: One hears so little these days 
of Cactus Jack Garner it is as though the 
fellow were still vice president. 


Georgia Editors Say: 
STONE MOUNTAIN MEMORIAL 
(From The Augusta Chronicle) 
The federal government is prepared to help 


Georgia remove the obstacles which, for nearly 
two decades, have stood in the path to block com- 


pletion of the Confederate memorial on Stone 


Mountain. Georgians were told this week by Rob- 
ert L. MacDougall, southeastern director of the 
Works Progress Administration, that the federal 
funds are available and that about all the state 
has to do is to appoint a commission and ask for 
the money. 

The state is moving swiftly to carry out its 
part of the bargain. 

Expenditures for the carving of the giant 
figures themselves, together with the cost of 
building the park, roads and a by-pass highway, 
would amount to $3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 

It is estimated that the completed project 
would return to the state between $5,000,000 and 
$6,000,000 annually in tourist trade. This is a 
powerful argument and about the only one needed, 
when the state puts the proposition up to the 
federal government and asks for the WPA funds 
to complete the memorial. 


Although hard luck and reverses of many, 


kinds have plagued Georgians in their long and, 
so far, unsuccessful campaign to finish these enor- 
mous stone figures of their southern leaders, it 
seems now that the golden opportunity is at 
hand. We should seize it right away and let 
nothing stand in the way of completing the me- 
morial, because such a chance might never come 
again, and it would be a shame to leave the me- 
morial in its present incompleted condition.

WILL THERE BE CONVOYS? WASHINGTON, April 6.— 


Unless the President has a 
very big surprise up his sleeve, the excited talk about convoys is 
nonsensically premature. From the President down, every influ- 
ential official in Washington agrees that this country must insure the 
safe arrival of its war materials in Britain. But except at the Navy 
Department, there is no visible support for sending the Navy on 
immediate convoy duty, and in some quarters there is serious op- 
position, 

In short, the signs suggest that all sorts of intermediate and pal- 
liative measures will be tried first. There are many of these, listed 
some time ago in this space, such as release of additional merchant 
ships and naval vessels to Britain; co-operative economy in ship- 
ping use, and changes in the combat zones to take the heaviest 
minor strains off the British merchant marine. Convoying, ap- 
parently, will only be ordered as a last resort, if the palliative 
measures fail, and the German threat to Britain’s shipping lifelines 
absolutely demands firm action. 

The situation is well summed up in a little parable of the ad- 
ministration attitude to British aid in general, which is attributed 
to Secretary of State Cordell Hull. The clamor between those who 
would “do it now,” and those who would not do it at all, is sup- 
posed to have reminded Hull of an ancient anecdote of his own 
Tennessee hills. 
a case disputed between “two pettifogging attorneys.” One petti- 
fogger, thinking he had the advantage, demanded a prompt de- 
cision. The other, fearing he had lost, cried out for an adjourn- 
ment. Finally worn out with the wrangling, the old judge cut them 
both short with the simple announcement: 

‘All right, I'll adjourn the court until Monday, when I’ll hold for 
the plaintiff.” 


DEPARTMENTAL LINEUP As the current debate on convoy- 


ing is illustrative of many that 
have gone before and many that will follow after, it seems well 
to summarize the attitudes of the various agencies involved. 

First, there is the Navy Department, whose attitude is formed 
by practical considerations, tinged with professional pride. Most 
of the admirals (and, it may be assumed, Secretary Frank Knox 
also) feel that convoying is inevitable in the long run, and that the 
sooner it starts the more effective it will be. The admirals also ob- 


| ject bitterly to what they call “stripping the Navy,” and prefer 


convoying to giving away their ships. Secretary Knox went partly 
on record as concurring in this sentiment, in his sharp commentary 
on Wendell Willkie’s suggestion to the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that additional over-age destroyers be immediately 
lease-loaned to Britain. 

Second, there is the Maritime Commission. The opinions of its 
Officials are particularly interesting, in view of their close contact 
with the President on his favorite shipping matters. Roughly speak- 
ing, they oppose the release to Britain of additional merchant ship- 
But they do not consider it nec- 
essary as yet to begin convoying, and would therefore like releases 
of merchant ships to be accompanied by releases of protective ves- 
sels, such as the destroyers the admirals are so determined to keep. 

Finally, at the State Department, the convoy decision is ap- 
proached in almost exactly the way the President will have to ap- 
proach it. It is regarded, primarily, as a political decision. Public 
opinion is not thought to be ready for it. The need for immediate 
convoying is not believed to be fully established, and unless Sir 
Arthur Salter brings convincing figures to this country, someone 
will probably be sent to London to get them. Most important of all, 
convoying is seen as an acknowledgment of full and final partner- 
ship with Britain. If the acknowledgment ever has to be made, 
the State Department is determined to have the terms of the part- 
nership defined in advance as clearly and bindingly as possible. 


WHITE HOUSE VIEWS Thus, so’ far as the relevant agencies 
are concerned, the vote is two to one 
against immediate convoying, and in favor of palliative measures. 
As for the President, no one can tell how he will make up his 
mind, but several straws in the wind are worth reporting. He is 
extremely conscious that both in the campaign and during the lease- 
lend debate, he went on record against convoying. He has shown 
particular interest in the various palliative measures available, or- 
dering each of them to be carefully investigated. Moreover, he has 
already shown his: hand. He chose the part of Willkie’s senate 
statement concerning destroyer transfers for specially warm com- 
mendation. According to report, he washed the Navy Department’s 
collective head for the publicity given its views. And he com- 
manded small antisubmarine craft, although not the destroyers, to 
be included in the first lease-loan package for Britain. 

It is always a poor idea to bet too heavily on any eventuality in 
Washington. Yet a pretty plain impression is given by summing up 
the evidence on convoys. Very considerable delay is implied by 
one item alone, the State Department’s sensible insistence on an 
acceptable partnership agreement in advance of acceptance of part- 
nership. Therefore palliative measures first, and convoys only as 
: last resort, make a reather appealing bet to the political odds- 
ayer.

I knew it was day-break along the Yugoslavian borders and 
along those of Greece; and that even then men were dying before 
machineguns and that bombs were falling on cities, killing women 
and children. 

It is disturbing to hear a voice saying that sort of thing in the 
stillness of the late night. It does away with sleep. No amount 
of sheep-counting can bring it on. : 

I remember that on the night the Germans struck through Hol- 
land, I had been talking to an American who had been nice to 
me in Germany in 1938 but whom I somehow couldn’t like. He 
was pro-German. Very. I had had to strain to be polite. He had 
come suddenly and gone suddenly. He had said, an hour before, 
that it would be all over by late August. That was the summer 
of 1940. 

I was sitting in a chair, thinking about him and wondering, 
when the telephone rang. A voice said, “The Germans already are 
in Holland, taking the airports with parachute troops and with 
planeloads of men.” 

We worked all that night at the office, taking the words off the 
machines and wondering what the English would be able to do in 
conjunction with the Belgians and French. It was an amazing, 
dismaying night. We felt then that the test had come, that Bel- 
gium and France and the English would stop this thing. We felt 
a sort of elation. The long waiting before the Maginot- line was 
at an end. The war really had begun. 

And then, last Saturday night at midnight, the voice said the 
Germans had struck at Yugoslavia and at Greece. Such a lot has 
happened since that night when a voice said they were taking the 
Dutch airports with parachutists!

what seemed to me a most excellent text. Il wondered if anywhere 
there was a minister who on that day was preaching about Shad- 
rach, Meshach and Abednego. 

It seemed to me to be the perfect text for the day and I think, 
had I been a minister and had seen in the Sunday morning news- 
papers the story of the attack on Greece and Yugoslavia, I would 
have torn up my prepared sermon, or saved it for a rainy day, and 
preached on those three gentlemen. 

In the days of the great dictator Nebuchadnezzar, they were the 
three who stood out. It is written in Daniel that Nebuchadnezzar 
put up his image of gold and had the heralds cry: 

“To you it is commanded, oh people, nations and languages... 
that at the time ye hear the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sack- 
but, psaltery, dulcimer, and all kinds of music, ye fall down and 
worship the golden image ... and whosoever falleth not down and 
worship ... shall the same hour be cast into the midst of a burn- 
ing, fiery furnace.” 

It was made known to him that three men, Shadrach, Meshach 
and Abednego, refused to bow down. He sent for them and they 
told him they would not serve his gods nor worship the golden 
image he had set up. So, he had them cast into the fiery furnace 
but the fire had no power on their bodies. 

Today there are many voices and some speak in the sound of 
the dulcimer and the flute, saying to us to bow down to the golden 
image of the “new order” and worship its gods or else be cast into 
the fiery furnace of war and death. 


INTO THE FURNACE Poland, Holland, Belgium and France 


chose to be cast into the fiery fur- 
nace rather than bow down to the new image. And I am‘not pre- 
pared to say they are entirely consumed. It will be recalled that 
Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego walked around for a while in the 
midst of the fiery furnace before they were called forth. 

But, it must be admitted, they were better prepared to be cast 
into the flames than our modern-day subjects. Particularly was 
this true of Holland, Belgium and France. And more especially 
was it true of France. 

Now, it is the turn of Greece and Yugoslavia.

If I had been working on a sermon on this topic, I think I - 


would have gone on to say that we ourselves are not too well pre- 
pared to be cast into the midst of the furnace. It cannot be said 
even England has come forth from it as yet, although England, 
like Shadrach and his two friends, seems to be walking around 
in the midst of the fire and there seems, too, to be a fourth man 
with them. That is courage and, I think, a certain amount of 
national morality on the part of the people. 

We have concerned ourselves with the rights of little men. It 
now becomes apparent that the little nations may have a certain 
feeling of sickness about the great nations of the earth which popu- 
larly were supposed to be concerned with the rights of small peoples. 
England and France sold out Czechoslovakia. 
help for Poland. And little for Holland and Belgium. France, 
which was supposed to be. clothed against the fire, was as naked 
as the smaller nations, when her turn came. 

Now two small nations have said to the great king with the 
golden image that they will not bow down and worship. And the 
great and cruel king said that within the hour they would be cast 
into the consuming fire. 

They expected something from us. And now we, looking about, 
can send little or no help and, with the shame of that, must begin 
to worry about ourselves. 

If we are cast into the furnace, will we be able to come forth 
unhurt and without even the smell of fire? 

It will be recalled that Shadrach, Meshach and Abednego were 
not even worried when the king prepared to have them thrown into 
the furnace.

Wolves Teach the Dogs 
To Like Mutton 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


Three times in our history, the national government has adopted 
the methods of the totalitarians. 

In the first instance, the inspiration was social and political; in 
the second it was military; but the third, which middle-aged people 
still remember with shame and wrath, had no incentive or excuse 
except the love of power and loot. 

If you have wondered how our notorious city and state political 
machines operate, and why their chiefs and lieutenants can traffic 
in corruption without fear of the law, a study of the last totalitarian 
regime in Washington will give you the answer. 

The machines may differ in detail of operation and develop in- 
finite variety, but all must be founded and supported by the same 
simple fundamentals. There must be absolute loyalty, maintained 
by threat or profit or both, and the law of the machine must be 
above all other law. 

Obviously the machine cannot flourish if its members, like ordi- 
nary citizens, are haled before an honest judge and sent to the 
clink for stealing. The machine must control the courts or the 
chief officers of the law. 3 

In Washington, the last time, the ordinary function of the law 
was reversed. It quit protecting honest people from crooks and de- 
voted its energies to protecting crooks from honest people—provid- 
ed they belonged to the lodge. 

By bribing the right people, a man could get a “refund” of seven 
million from the Treasury. By seeing the right man, one could get 
permits to violate the law. And-one properly protected could sell 
government property worth scores of millions for a fraction of its 
value and pocket a fat “‘commission.” 

If an honest official meddled, he was persecuted by federal de- 
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tectives. If meddlers sent one of the boys to prison, a pardon or_4 


parole released him. Little public servants who interfered were dis- 
charged or sent where they could make no trouble.

NEW YORK, April 6.—(?)—The 
Italian radio, picked up by CBS, 
said tonight that when Yugo- 
slavia signed the Axis pact she 
had been promised “an outlet to 
the Aegean sea in the form of the 
port of Salonika (Greece).”

If anything further is 
done on the Stone Mountain work, 
it must be under the direction of 
people who understand the whole 
problem as well as they do art- 
ists. Otherwise it will mean only 
the waste of more money and 
more time and further squabbling 
with no improvement in the qual- 
ity of the carving. A careful study 
should be made of the collossal 
rock carvings of the Orient, where 
they understood the essentials of 
huge statuary centuries ago and 
put the emphasis on simple, mas- 
sive design. Their work “in that 
line as well as others has never 
been equalled. 

From the start there has seem- 
ed to be a lack of agreement 
among the promoters of the Stone 
Mountain Memorial as to just 
what they wanted or how to 
achieve it or how much they were 
prepared to pay for it.

- The day is coming—afd it 
No Hits, No Runs may not be far away—when 
a base hit off Bob Feller will be as rare as a Hope diamond. 

Spectators will overflow major Jeague stadiums to see 
baseball’s first unhittable pitcher. Batters literally will 
complain that they can’t hit what they can’t see. 

This is not a dream. For 35 years, or thereabouts, 
Eddie Brannick, a genial Lrishman, has been with the 
New Yerk Giants. He has been traveling secretary 
for many years. In his time Brannick has seen all 
the great pitchers come and go. 

And Brannick is firmly convinced that Feller within a 
year or two will have so much stuff he can’t be hit. No- 
hitters may become a common occurence for Rapid Robert. 

Brannick points out that today Feller throws two dif- 
ferent types of curve balls. One of them, delivered with 
the same motion of his fast ball, zooms up to the plate and 
drops—just like a waterfall drops off at the brink. Then 
there is his sidearm curve which causes right-handed bat- 
ters to “step into the bucket,” throws them off stride. 

“When he gains full control of these pitches, to- 
gether with his speed, nobody’s going to hit him. 
Mark those words. I told John Kieran the same 
thing a year ago. Feller’s only 22. He’s going to be 
a powerful boy in another year or two. I’m just 
glad he’s pitching in the American League,” Bran- 
nick declared. 

What impresses aH observers—Ken Smith (New York 
Mirror) was talking about it yesterday—is that Feller is 
continually working on his pitching. He works on off 
davs. He’s always figuring how to improve himself. 

° Feller, entering baseball, was gifted with 
Rare Gift natural ability. He had what few pitch- 
ers have—a blinding fast ball. 

Most pitchers today probably would be content to rely 
‘on nature’s gift and make no effort to improve. But not 
Feller. who is an indefatigable worker. He has a great 
way of catching runners off base, and as a fielder he ranks 
with baseball’s best in the pitching ranks. 

On top of that, he doesn’t bat like a lot of pitchers. 

He has spent a lot of time at that. He is not a bad 

hitter. 

After listening to Eddie Brannick and Ken Smith 
for a while yesterday, I hurried .cff to find Earl 
Mann and make sure that the Crackers get Cleve- 
land off the exhibition schedule for next year.

Hangs on British Supply Lines 


Capture of Belgrade, Other Victories Will Net. 


Necessarily Be Followed by Smashing of All 
Nazi Obstacles, Says Bomar. 
By EDWARD E. BOMAR. 


At the start of the tremendous 


war drama in the Balkans, an in- 


itial series of triumphs for the German military machine and tragic 
battering of Yugoslavia and probably Greece appear all but inevitable. 


King of Greece 
Bool, Certain 


Axis Will Lose 


Depends on British, U.S. 
Help To Win 
War. 


ATHENS, Greece, April 6.—(A) 
King George of Greece told his 
people today that he was certain 
of victory with “mighty Britain” 
as an ally and with help from the 
“United States with its inexhaust- 
ible resources.” 

He said: 

“Our struggle will be hard and 
relentless. We shall not give way 
before anything. We shall spare 
no sacrifice, but victory is waiting 
us at the end of the road to crown 
Greece once more and definitely. 

“By our side stand mighty al- 
lies, the British Empire with its 
indomitable will, and the United 


States with its inexhaustible re-| 


sources. 

“We are fighting hand in hand 
with our allies; the Yugoslavs, 
who themselves are shedding their 
blood for the salvation of the 
whole Balkans and mankind.” 

The newspaper Hestia declared: 

“Sixty million Italians who were 
unable to defeat the Greeks called 
on 80,000,00C Germans to help 
them. This is 140,000,000 against 
8,000,000. This alone is sufficient 
to make this infamous, murderous 
act a crime which history’ will 
stigmatize. It makes the Italian 
attack on France look like a noble 
deed. Thus, we start into a war 
which will end only when the 
Evzones parade in triumph under 
Brandenburg Gate (in Berlin).” 

During the day the foreign min- 
istry’s director of etiquette called 
on the German minister, handed 
him passports for himself and 
staff, and asked him to leave as 
soon as possible. 

It was believed the Greek min- 
ister in Berlin would leave at 
once, coming home by way of 
Russia. 

One crowd collected before the 
amply guarded German legation. 
Its aitention was diverted when 


the Stars and Stripes suddenly | 


was hoisted at the American le- 
gation next door and loud cheers 
went up.
